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CAVUNP received a Letters Patent in 1991 followed by a Certificate of Continuance dated 
September 26, 2013. The primary CAVUNP objective is to constitute an Association for Canadians 
who served with peace-keeping forces. CAVUNP aims to perpetuate the memories and deeds of 
Canadians who lost their lives while serving on peacekeeping operations. CAVUNP cooperates with 
other Veteran organizations in advocating on behalf of veterans and their families. CAVUNP is a 
non- political and non-sectarian organization with a national secretariat, regional and provincial 
directors and 27 chapters with 750 verified members. 

As a member of the New Veterans Charter Advisory Group, CAVUNP participated in preparing the 
Report of the NVC Advisory Group and its recommendations. CAVUNP was also a member of the 
Gerontological Advisory Council to VAC and participated in preparing the 2006 report “Keeping the 
Promise - The Future of Health Benefits for Canada’s War Veterans”. 

CAVUNP membership in the VAC Stakeholders Committee and the RCL Veterans Assembly Group 
has been continuous always seeking to advocate improvements to the NVC. CAVUNP seeks 
comments from and keeps members informed of recommendations going forward on their behalf 
through publication of a newsletter, The Thin Blue Line. CAVUNP is a member of the VAC Client 
Advisory Committee that meets in Halifax, NS and participates in annual CIMVHR annual

In several appearances before SCONDVA , CAVUNP proposed and supported recommendations 
submitted by its membership towards the betterment of veterans and their families. In particular, 
CAVUNP provided comments and recommendations regarding the operations of the Veterans 
Review and Appeal Board to simplify and clarify the appeal process. Testimony has also been 
provided at Senate hearings in support of various Parliamentary bills passed to the Senate that would 
enhance the lives and futures of Veterans and their families. CAVUNP actively supported formation 
of the Veterans Ombudsman’s Office in an appearance before a VAC committee. Within the last two 
years, CAVUNP was requested three times to appear before SCONDVA with recommendations for 
improvements to the NVC and in doing so supported the Veterans Ombudsman recommendations. 

CAVUNP Chapters regularly assist veterans in their quest for benefits pertaining to the Pension Act 
and NVC. Chapters also voluntarily assist needy veterans to attend various medical appointments and 
approved treatments. 

CAVUNP advocated successfully for a National Peacekeepers Day based upon the loss of nine 
Canadian peacekeepers on August 9, 1974. CAVUNP organizes several ceremonies across Canada 
on the Sunday closest to the anniversary of that loss. Chapters have constructed Peacekeeping 
memorials such as Peacekeepers Parks in Calgary, AB and Angus, ON and in naming the “Veterans 
Highway in Nova Scotia to name just a few.
